Schuette Sentenced 


for Embezzlement 


Former 34th District Court ad- 
ministrator Nancy Schuette, who 
was recently found guilty of one of 
three charges of embezzlement, 
has begun serving a prison term 
of one to 10 years for her crime. 
The sentence was handed down 
by Recorders Court Judge Craig 
Strong on Wednesday, June 7. 
According to Chris DeWitt, 
press coordinator for the Michi- 
gan Attorney General's office, the 
embezzlement scheme which 
Schuette used was responsible 
foraloss of more than $250,000 in 
Courtfunds over a period of years. 
To protect against similar thefts in 
the future, the Court has adopted 
much more rigorous internal con- 
trol and accounting procedures 
as recommended by a Michigan 
Supreme Court Finance Office 
audit completed in 1993.

With at least 15 Romulus citizens 
interested in running for a city council 
seat, and rumors of as many as four 
residents planning to vie for the office of 
mayor, voters may be faced with a Sep- 
tember 12 primary to narrow the field of 
candidates from which they will choose 
in the City's general election in Novem- 
ber. The exact number of candidates for 
the offices of city council, mayor, clerk, 
and treasurer will not be known until 4 
p.m. on Tuesday, June 20 — the dead- 
line for filing the minimum-100/maxi- 
mum-200 voter signatures necessary 
to secure a spot on the ballot. 

As of Monday, June 5, only the 
current incumbents — Linda Choate and 
James Napiorkowski — had publicly ex- 
pressed their interest in running for the 
offices of clerk and treasurer, respec- 
tively, by giving their name when draw- 
ing petitions for candidacy fromthe City 


Clerk's office. And only one resident — 


former City Councilman Barry Baumann 
— had openly pulled petitions to chal- 
lenge Mayor Beverly McAnally for her 
office. 

But because citizens are not re- 
quired to give their names or stipulate 
which office they are seeking when they

pulltheir petitions, and because there is 
still time to attain the requisite number 
of signatures before the filing deadline, 
rampant speculation persists that at least

Mayor William Oakley — may also run 
for Mayor. 

Both Bergeron and Oakley declined 
to comment when contacted about their 
intentions.

City’s New Solid-waste Collection System 
Begins June 30; Will Emphasize Recycling 


By Kristi Stephens 

This spring, the citizens of Romulus 
took afirst step on the road to disposing 
of their rubbish in a more environmen- 
tally conscious way; on Friday, June 30, 
they'll begin the journey in earnest. 

Most residents have already grown 
used to the separate pick-up of yard 
waste, which began in April. The new 
procedure was implemented in order to 
bring the City of Romulus into compli- 
ance with Michigan's Public Act 264, 
which banned the disposal of yard waste 


in landfills: 


Beginning June 30, Romulus resi- 
dents will make two further adjustments 
when they begin: 
© separating recyclables from the rest 

of their trash, and 
© placing their rubbish at the curb (by 
7 a.m.) for Friday collection. 
Although the change to a single collec- 
tion day Citywide will take some getting 


used to, it has the advantages of being 
more economical, conserving more 
energy and natural resources, and lim- 
iting the amount of time that collection 
trucks are seen on our streets. 

Inthe future, the people of Romulus 
will separate their rubbish for collection 
in one of four categories: recyclables, 


yard waste, bulky items, and general. 


refuse. 
Recyclables 

City Environmental Services (CES), 
the company which will be performing 
the waste-disposal service for the City 
of Romulus, will provide each house- 
hold with a single container to be used 
forrecyclable materials. These contain- 
ers will be dropped off in front of each 
home, at the curb where trash is usually 
placed, sometime before June 30. Resi- 
dents should use a permanent marker 
to write their address on their bin in the 
space provided. 


Recyclable materials to be collected 
must be clean and properly prepared. 
Acceptable materials are: 
¢ plastic — includes milk, water, and 

juice jugs or othercontainers marked 
with appropriate "recyclable" sym- 
bols on the bottom (remove and 
discard lids and rings, rinse well, and 
flatten; labels may be left on); 

e glass—includes containers made of 
clear, green, and brown glass (re- 
move and discard rings and caps, 
and rinse well; labels may be lefton), 
but does not include plate or window 
glass, china, or Pyrex-brand glass; 

° metal -— includes all metal food and 
aerosol cans (remove and discard 
plastic tops and spray nozzles on 
aerosol cans, remove paper labels, 
and rinse thoroughly); and 

e newspapers — includes all news- 
print and circulars delivered with the

Yard Waste 
Yard waste — which includes grass 
clippings, weeds, brush (branches less 
than two inches in diameter, tied in 
bundles not more than fourfeetin length 
and 50 pounds in weight), and leaves — 
must be separated from other types of 
rubbish, and disposed of in paper bags 
specially designed for yard waste (avail- 
able at the Romulus IGA, Romulus 
Hardware, Stears True Value Hardware, 
and Windiate Hardware) orin reuseable 
plastic or metal containers that are 
clearly labeled"yard waste." Yard waste 
cannot be disposed of in plastic bags. 


Residents should note that the bins 
which CES willbe dropping off in front of 
each home will contain a "yard waste" 
sticker for the convenience of those 
who wish to use a reusable container 
for yard waste; however, that sticker is 
not to be placed on the recycling bin 
provided, and the recycling bin is notto 
be used for yard wastes! 

Bulky Items 

Bulky items such as carpet, furni- 
ture, and appliances may be deposited 
at the curb for Friday pick-up. Residents 
are responsible for seeing that freon is 
properly removed from refrigerators and 
air conditioners prior to disposal. 
General Refuse : 

General refuse which does not fall 
into one of the above three categories 
should be disposed of in plastic bags or 
inreuseable plastic or metal containers.
